Those are all important measures aud 
each is Uablo to arouse debate, but sen­ 
ators generally agree that, unless there 
is some other reason for post polling ad­ 
journment it can be rein’I ‘ ii by May or 
June. 
The friends of 
?e Hawaiian 
treaty say, however, that some of the 
appropriation bills will l»e held back 
until the question of annexation is de­ 
cided aud t ins determiti.itifm is one of 
the circumstances which may cause the 
postponement of adjournment. 
Tho house leaders have been straining 
aJi their Anergias to expedite the appro­ 
priation bills, with a view to an early 
final adjournment, aud they are sue- 
ceeding beyond their most sanguine ex­ 
pectations 
Net in a quarter of a cen­ 
tury have the appropriation bills been 
so far advanced in t he long sessii n as 
they are at this time. 
Only three of the 
IU regular bills remain in committee. 
Tile other ten have gone through one or 
more legislative stages, aud one—the 
military academy—-is in the hands of 
the president awaiting his signature. 
With the appropriation bill and the 
immigration bill, the consideration of 
which has bc*en set for March 15, out of 
the way, nothing remains to prolong 
this session of congress, save the ques­ 
tion of the annexation of Hawaii or 
war. 
Th leaders of both sides hxikiug 
ahead, eliminating bot ii these subjects 
as probabilities or in a b ilities of delay, 
agree that the appropriation bills should 
be passed ami that congress should be 
ready to adjourn early iii May. 
If such 
a contingency as war should arise it 
would be necessary for congress to act 
both in tho formal declaration of war 
and in furnishing ways aud means for 
its prom otion. 
With regard to Ha­ 
waiian annexation, there is no doubt 
that if the pi * sent treaty is abandoned 
in the senate no move for annexation by 
legislative « nuctment will be initial ed 
by tho house. 
The 8 a ti me ut both among the friends 
aud opponents of annexation in the 
house beiiexe that after the long contest 
at the other end of the capitol the senate 
should retain jurisdiction of the subject. 
Action' by the senate upon the resolu­ 
tion of annexation would therefore pre­ 
cede any act on by tho house, and it is 
tliis which gives color to the general im ­ 
pression in the house that action am il a 
resolution in the senate eau lie delayt*d 
until both louses have completed their 
other work, and thai thou an effort will 
be mode to adjourn and leave the ques­ 
tion suspend? “d- 
Speaker Reed makes uo concealment 
of his personal opposition to annexation 
and several other very prominent Re­ 
publicans 
like 
Cannon of 
Illinois, 
Walker of Massachusetts, Johnson of 
Indiana are outspoken. 
Some of the 
others, like Chairman Diugley of the 
ways and means committee, have iliad© 
no public declarations upon the subject, 
but are believed to be in sympathy with 
the opponents of annexation. 
A large 
majority of the Republicans, however, 
are of course in favor of the administra­ 
tion's policy, many of them enthusias­ 
tically ho. Chairman Hitt of the foreign 
affairs committee is placed among the 
supporters of annexation, but it is prob­ 
able that the real brunt of the battle, if 
the contest is transferred to the house at 
this session, will be Inirne by General 
Grosvenor of Ohio and General Hender­ 
son of Iowa, lioth of whom are enthusi­ 
astic in their support of it. 
As stated, the indications all point to 
a concerted plan on the part of the 
enemies of annexation at both ends of 
the capitol to hurry through the appro­ 
priation bibs and adjourn before action 
can be had on the joint resolution in the 
senate. 
Th'a, it is pointed out, would 
be the easier way to defeat or at least 
postpone accoil, a* once the resolution 
got into the house, rhe divisions in the 
Republican -auks would be uncovered 
and the leaders would be forced on op­ 
posite sides. 
Borne of the Republicans who are op- i 
posed to annexation do not care to be j 
forced into a position of public antago­ 
nism to th a administration if it can be 
avoided.

The bane of the ideal bonsekeepcr’i 
lit« 18 dust, and yet this » » miugly in- 
fignificant, exa« |)erating dust has been 
a study of « ieutists for 
a century. 
“ When a beam of snuHght enters 
a 
darkened room, it can b»i eef n along its 
whi'le ooiirse,” says one writer. “ The 
light is relh« ted to every side and made 
to rfach the eye by the dost in the air 
of the room 
We do not see the sun- 
b«‘iim. but the dust which is illnmined 
by it. As nniniportant as this cnrious 
stuff seems, it plays a conspionous part 
in nature. It is what makes the sky ap­ 
pear blue, and when we look at the sky 
we fKt 9 the dust illuininated by the sun. 
Light goes through all the gas^—the 
dust catches it, reflects it in every di­ 
rection, and so causes the whole atmos­ 
phere to appear clear, in the same way 
that it makes the sunbeam visible in 
the dark rtxim. 
“ Without this strange, wondOTfnl 
dust there wonld be no blue sky. It 
would be as dark or darker than on moon­ 
less nights. The glowing disk of the sun 
would stand immediately against the 
black background, thus producing blind­ 
ing light where the sun’s rays fall and 
deep black shadows where they do not. 
It is to dust that we owe the moderately 
tempered daylight adapted to our eyes, 
and it is dust that contributes to the 
beauty of the scenery. The finest dost 
gives the blue tone to the sky, while the 
coarser kind produces an almost black 
appearance. 
“ The clouds consist of dost and va- 
piir. If there be only a little dust, all 
the vapor is precipitated upon it, and 
, so loads the clouds with water that they 
sink in heavy drops to the ground. 
Without dust the vapor would penetrate 
house« , making everything mold with 
damp. 
Wo should feel upon going out 
that our clothes w’ere becoming saturat­ 
ed and umbrellas would be a useless 
protection. It is hard, indeed, to con­ 
ceive how different everything would 
be if there were no dust. This trivial 
common stuff has its considerable part 
in the processes of nature, and there is 
much of the wonderful and mysterious 
concealed io its filmy particles.’’—De­ 
troit Free Press.

An e.\pe<lition will leave Sweden 
Turing the iiioutb of May under the 
adershipof the Swctlish scientist, Pro- 
fe-iHor A. G. Nathorst. 
The expedition 
will strike out toward tbo north pole, 
but its purpose is not so ranch the dis- 
cjijvery of the pole as to find some traces 
of Andree, the polar balloon explorer, 
who, scientists nrs now agreed, bar­ 
ring unforeseen accidents to the balloon, 
is likely to be in some part of Franz- 
Josef Land. 
Profr • Mj r Nathorst is not an enthusi­ 
ast on the discovery of the north pole, 
claiming that its location wonld be of 
little or no scientific valne, while a 
thorough exploration of the locality be­ 
tween Spitzbergen and Franz-J(^f Land 
and the larger islands, as King Charles 
Land, New island and others, wonld be 
of immense valne. 
Both Spitzbergen 
and Franz-Josef Land will be explored, 
and in the latter locality it is hoped 
that the exploration party will meet 
Audree or find some traces of him. 
The advance of the expedition toward 
the north pole will depend on climatic 
conditions. The journey will be under­ 
taken in a Norwegian whaling ship con­ 
structed on the same linw as Nansen s 
Frani, and everything that past polar 
experience suggested 
y4JI be adopted to 
insure success. The money for the ex^-

gist; Dr. Guunar Anderson, botanist; 
Dr. A. Hanbcrg, by drograpber; Lieu­ 
tenant O. Kallstrom, photographer and 
map constructor, and Dr. Ernst Levin, 
physician and surgeon. 
It ia expected 
that two or more scientiati wll join the 
expedition before it leaves Tromso. its 
point of departure. 
Professor Natnorst is a resolute and 
daring leader and one of the most 
prominent polar scientists in Europe. 
Only 47 years old, he has already suo- 
oessfully conducted several important 
scientific labors which have been the 
means of solving many important sci­ 
entific problems 
In 1870 and 1882 he 
was chief of the Swedish Spitzbergen 
expedition and in 1883 of tbe Green­ 
land expedition, the latt^ in particular 
having important scientific results. 
In reference to discovering Andree on 
Franz-Josef Land, Professor Nathorst 
has not expressed any opinion and has , 
referred all inquirers to the belief ex­ 
pressed by M. Lacbambre of Paris and 
the Austrian explorer Dr. von Payer. 
Tbe Neue Freie Presse in Vienna pub­ 
lished recently an interview with the 
Austrian explorer in which he says: 
“ No word onght to be expected from 
Andree before next summer. It will be 
Audree himself, not pigeons, that will 
bring the news of his expedition. It is 
safe to state that the pigeons, nuueed to 
polar conditions, have refused to leave 
the balloon. An attempt may have been 
made, but they have returned to the ; 
balloon, and if this has happened dur- !

As unimportant as this curious

in nature. It is what makes the sky ap­ 
pear blue, and when we look at the sky 
we see tho dust illnminated by the suu. 
Light goes through all the gases—the 
dust catches it, reflects it in every di­ 
rection. aud so oauses the whole atmos­ 
phere to appear clear, in the same way 
that it makes the sunbeam visible in 
the dark room. 
“ Without this strange, 
wonderful 
dust there would be no blue sky. 
It 
would be as dark or darker than on moon­ 
less nights. The glowing disk of tho sun 
would stand immediately against the 
black background, thus producing blind­ 
ing light where the sun’s rays fall and 
deep black shadows where they do not. 
It is to dust that we owe the moderately 
tempered daylight adapted to our eyes, 
and it is dust that contributes to the 
beauty of the scenery. 
The finest dust 
gives the blue tone to tho sky. while the 
coarser kind produces an almost black 
appearance. 
“ The clouds consist of dost and va* 
p*ir. 
If there be only a little dust, all 
the vapor is precipitated upon it, aud 


bo loads the clouds with water that they 
sink in heavy drops to the ground. 
Without dust the vapor would penetrate 
bourn*, making everything mold with 
damp. 
We should feel upon going out 
that our clothes were becoming saturat­ 
ed and umbrellas would be a useless 
protection. 
It is hard, indeed, to con­ 
ceive how different everything would 
be if there were no dust. 
This trivial 
common stuff has its considerable part 
in the processes of nature, and there is 
much of the wonderful and mysterious 
concealed in its filmy particles.’’—De­ 
troit Free Press.

It called upon the people of 
Hixie land to exult aud rejoice at the 
death of the man who had slain their 
tons aud burned their homes. The peo­ 
ple of Meridian were astounded. 
They 
went to tho editor, Colonel Horn, aud 
a.-ked bim , in the name of peace, to 
write another article withdrawing it. 
He was obdurate and instead of doing 
as bis neighbors wished dictated anoth­ 
er one equally as tierce as the first 
I 
At that moment the name of Ooloutd 
Shannon was before the senate awaiting 
confirmation as postmaster at Meridian. 
An enemy of his, knowing the love that 
General Logan had for General Grant, 
inclosed copies of the paper to him, ex­ 
pecting that Logan would oppose Shan 
nun’s nomination. 
Shannon and Horn 
had a dispute over the editorial, aud 
their relations became so strained that 
a street duel was only averted by the 
interference of mutual friends. Colonel 
Horn’s letter to General Logan was to 
the effect that Colonel Shannon was in­ 
nocent of the article aud had known 
nothing about it until he saw it in the 
paper. 
I cannot quote the letter with 
literal exactness, but a part of it was as 
follows: 
“ No; Shannon had nothing to do 
with it. 
In the first place he hasn’t 
sense enough to conceive such a senti­ 
ment as wus expressed in the editorial 
aud if he had he would be too cowardly 
to write it. He is my partner, I am sor 
ry to say, hut by making him pottmaster 
you w ill abord me the opportunity of 
getting rid of him.
